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Engineer says Mulberry paving project complete in 3 about weeks

The Elba City Council heard an 
engineer promise the paving project 
in Mulberry Heights should be fin- 
ished in about three weeks, assuming 
the weather remains reasonably dry. 

Bobby Lee, of Peters-Mitchell & 
Associates, said most of the base 
was drying out, but it could cost 
$3,000 to make repairs at the inter- 
section of Lee and Thomas Streets. 

Lee explained that the base ma- 
tcrial at this intersection continues to 
hold water and asphalt can’t be 
poured until it is dried out. He suy- 
gested digging out and hauling in 
fresh base material or maybe mixing 
in dry concrete and allowing it to 
harden before paving, 

Asphalt should be placed on some 
of the streets by the last of this week 
or the first of next week, Lee said. 

As soon as the paving is com- 
pleted, the city will begin the curb- 
ing work. Lee said bids would be 
opened this week on the concrete for 
this work. He noted there was 
$20,000 in the budget to fund the 
curbing. 


He urged the city to work on in- 
stalling the drain pipes whenever 
possible, Additional federal grant ap- 
plications can’t be filed until this 
project is finished, 

The city council approved a res- 
olution to enter into a contact with 
the schools allowing them to again 
operate the federally funded summer 
feeding program, 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough asked the council to re- 
activate the Recreation Board. He 
noted there had been a board, all 
terms had expired and it had not met 
in several years. 

McCollough suggested a member 
of the board be appointed from each 
council district. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood — rec- 
ommended the matter be tabled until 
City Clerk Jeff Goodson could re- 
search the minutes and find the orig- 
inal charter of the Recreation Board. 
The council members agreed this 
should be the first step in re- 
organizing the board, 

Council member John W, Sharp- 
less asked what happened about a 
previous motion of the council to 
make an effort to settle the Freddie 
Hanchey matter before a suit was

Lately, it seems like every Coffee 
County Commission meeting centers 
around courthouses and _ landfills. 
Monday’s meeting was no different. 

Attorney Paul Young addressed 
the commission concerning the land- 
fill and the requirements for being 
placed on the commission’s meeting 
agenda. 

Young cautioned the commission- 
ers on who they should let use the 
landfill if and when it is ever con- 
structed, 

He alluded to the Southeast Ala- 
bama Waste Authority as an exam- 
i ple. According to Young, there are 

strong indications that the authority 
is in severe legal difficulties. His 
suggestion was that before entering 
into a contract with the authority to 
accept their garbage, their situation 
should be looked at thoroughly. 

He also questioned the procedure 
by which one has to follow in order 
to be placed on the commission 
meeting’s agenda, 

Young urged the commissioners 
to accommodate county citizens 
wishing to address the body on is- 
sues facing the county and to seek 
their input before making decisions. 

He again recommended, as it has 
been done by others in the pass, that 
the commission hold one of its bi- 
monthly meeting at night. This, he 
Suggested, would give more citizens 
the opportunity to have a voice in 
county government. 

The commissioners listened to 
Young intently but made no verbal 
response to his suggestions, 

Later in the meeting, at the re- 
quest of Commissioner Sid Averett, 
a three-member landfill negotiating 
tcam was appointed by Commission 
Chairman Robert Stephens, 

The purpose of the team will be 
to handle negotiations with potential

Martin Van Smith addressed the 
council, complained about their ac- 
lions (or inactions). He noted people

DA gives local police drug money

Last Friday morning, May 21, the 
Elba and Enterprise police depart- 
ments reaped the benefits of their ef- 
forts in the war against drugs. 

Joel Folmar, District Attomey for 
the 12th Judicial Circuit, presented 
Elba Police Chief, Jack Parker, and 
Enterprise Police Chief Mike Lolley 
with checks totaling more than 
$46,000.00. 

The funds resulted from the sale 
of assets which were confiscated in 
drug busts made by the 12th Judicial 
Circuit Drug Task Force. 

Both Elba and Enterprise police 
forces have officers who are mem- 
bers of the Drug Task Force. 

Folmar stated the 12th Judicial 
Drug Task Force is in its third year 
of operation. The program, in its be- 
ginning, was funded by a 
$200,000.00 grant received through 
the Alabama Department of Eco- 
inBiic and Community Affairs (AD- 
ECA) and the federal government. 

The first two years, grants of 
more than $200,000 were received 
each year to fund the program, but 
last year, only $188,000 was re- 
ceived in grant money. each of the 
agencies participating had to absorb 
the difference in the cost of funding 


‘the task force. 


Participating law enforcement 
agents had to put up 25 percent 
matching money in order to receive 
the grant. 

Along with Elba and Enterprise, 
the Troy Police Department and Pike 
County Sheriff's Department are 
members of the 12th Judicial Circuit 
Drug Task Force. They too were pre- 
sented checks by Folmar. Their

Appointed to the team were Com- 
missioners Jack Hanson and Sid 
Averett. The third member will be 
Chairman Stephens. 

During Monday’s meeting, Ste- 
phens attempted to set a date for 
holding the property tax increase ref- 
erendum. He told commissioners 
that the bill had passed in the Legis- 
lature and was awaiting Gov. Jim 
Folsom, Jr.’s signature. 

Stephens made a motion that the 
clection be held on Tuesday, July 13. 
Commissioner Wendell Black sec- 
ond Stephens’ motion. 

A vigorous discussion of Ste- 
phens’ motion followed. 

Averett voiced his opinion that 
there “is no real rush on this thing.” 

He said, “There is a possibility 
we need to wait on this election.” 

During the discussion, it surfaced 
that there exists a problem with the 
county’s debt ceiling. 

At the present time, the county 
has a debt ceiling of $6.5 million, 
Already borrowed against _ that 
amount is approximately $4 million, 

If and when the landfill is con- 
structed, another $2 million will be 
“borrowed” against that ceiling leav- 
ing about $2 million before the limit 
is reached, 

The construction cost of a new 
courthouse in Enterprise is estimated 
at $3.8 million which would put the 
county about $1.8 million over its 
debt limit, 

It is estimated that the proposed 
1\crease in peaport tax would not 
g: nerate sufficient funds to raise the 
devt limit enough to pay for the con- 
struction of a new courthouse, 

Averett said, “We would need to 
have a building authority in order to 
build a courthouse.”

I’ve certainly made no secret 
here about where I stand with re- 
gard to the Administration’s tax 
and spend budget. I simply cannot 
support a budget plan that raises 
taxes over Federal spending cuts 
by a margin of 3:1. That having 
been said, a fair and reasonable 
question follows: “Is Terry Everett 
personally doing anything to cut 
Federal spending?” This week Pll 
answer that question, 

To date, I have either intro- 
duced or cosponsored a total 72 
bills in the U. S. House of Repre- 
sentatives with at least 22 directly 
aimed at cutting Federal spending. 
According to one Congressional 
watchdog group, I am already sup- 
porting Federal spending cuts of at 
least $6.2 billion a year, 

In addition to the calculations 
of the National Taxpayers Union 
Foundation, I am calling for 
$126.7 million in Federal spending 
cuts through the enactment of my 
“Pay-Per-Performance” legisla- 
tion, My bill would freeze the pay 
of all Members of Congress and 
upper level Federal employees 
who make $100,000 a year as long 
as the Federal budget deficit isn’t 
significantly reduced. This bill 
would encourage Federal officials 
and Congress to work a lot harder 
at cutting the deficit if they know 
they will personally suffer, 

While I opposed the Adminis- 
tration’s tax-heavy budget plan, | 
voted for the Conservative budget 
which unfortunately did not pass. 
It would have reduced the Federal 
deficit by $430 billion over five 
years through Federal spending 
cuts, not by raising taxes. Here’s a 
closer look at some other pending 
Federal spending cuts | am person- 
ally supporting in the House.

The prohibition of direct Feder-

Remembering 


With Jake 


When I read what I wrote about 
Coffee County Training School, I re- 
alized that I did not explain it 
enough. I was president of 
SCAMHB, composed of Covington, 
Coffee, Crenshaw and Butler 
counties. I was president October 
1981 - October 1983, This facility 
lakes adult retarded people and 
teaches them to the limit of their 
abilities. Their parents are usually 
content to wait on them and let them 
remain as they are, We take them 
and teach them to county money, 
make change, do laundry, do arts 
and crafts. Each to their own ability. 
It is heart warming to see their faces, 
when they see what they can do that 
they were not award they were capa- 
ble of doing. 

I need to go further in explaining 
the water coming to Elba. Beaver 
Dam went into Pea River where you 
cross the filled in area where Putnam 
Street becomes Plant Street, They 
just changed names, Putnam starts at 
the levee nearest the east side and 
Plant stops at the Southwest side of 
the levee at what is now the Beaver 
Dam Canal. When you go past Dor- 
scy's, on US 84 just before you cross 
the canal bridge, there is a street that 
turns to the right. That is Jackson 
Street. It leads into Mulberry 
Heights. To your left, as you cross 
the fill leaving #84, you will see wa- 
ler coming up to the fill (road), to 
the right it is several times deeper, 
That is because the dam was there 
and the fall of the water eroded it 


very far down. That location was . 


Elba's first ice plant, It will take so 
long to tell about ice that I will get 
back to that. 

The wheels of most governmental 
agencies turn very slow. After the 
flood of March 14, 1929 it was de- 
cided Elba needed protection from 
another devastating flood. The U. S. 
was in the Great Depression and I 
am sure that had something to do 
with the go ahead decision. The 
Corps of Engineers probably did not 
Start the work until about the middle 
of 1934, The work was slow. There 
was hardly any mechanized machin- 
ery. Much of it was done with 
scoops, wheel barrows, slip scrapes. 
There was a steam powered drag 
line, It had cables to dig into the clay 
and place it into a large wooden type 
container that funneled the clay into 
a dump truck body. Much of the clay 
came from the Brunson hill area. 
Hayes Funeral Home sits in the area 
that was once a high clay hill. The 
canal was dug with the drag lines, 
I'm sure that much of that also went 
into the levee. Theodore Winston 
was manager for Kershaw Construc- 
tion Co., Birmingham, AL. A Mr. 
Duncan worked for Mr. Winston. 
Arthur Claire Brunson (Bud) II mar- 
ried Elizabeth Winston during this 
time. The canal diverted the water 
that had run through Elba so that it 
was carried around Elba. The levee 
was built inside of the Elba side. Pea 
River and Whitewater were left out- 
side, Anything the other side of the 
levee was unprotected, I remember 
vividly the flood of March 14, 1929, 
There was little way of communica- 
tion in those days. Most people had 
seen a little high water. Sometimes 
the water came up almost one foot 
high around the Court House Square. 
Young men would take row boats 
and pol them around the surface, It 
was not deep enough to paddle, That 
is what was expected in 1929, | am 
sorry if | ramble, but I write as I usu- 
ally talk. Doris Whitman Pinckard 
Says that I recall the ‘29 flood better 
than anyone she ever knew, Perhaps 
I will tell in detail about it, 

Now, back to the levee and relat- 
ed events, When the 1929 flood oc- 
curred, there was just one way lo 
leave down town Elba and g0 lo 
Opp. The only bridge crossed Bea- 
ver Dam and Pumam and Plant. The 
last street nearest Pea River. This 
was a wooden bridge. When you 
went Over the bridge you went 
Straight ahead down Plant until you 
reached Caroline, turned to the right 
and came out at the John Brown 
place. The Brown place is no longer 
there. Now you would say by Elba 
Ford Tractor Co. You could also 
turn right after you crossed the 
bridge and go to Reese and tum left 
and go to Caroline. Hickman (U. S. 
84) did not go up the hill that now 
crosses the canal. No bridge was

there, because there was, at that 
time, no canal, The levee and canal 
were inseparable, The bridge was 
built to cross the canal on what is 
now Hickman (U. S. 84 West) and 
they dug out the remainder of the 
dirt that allowed Beaver Dam to be 
diverted into the canal. Then the 
dam was built so that the water 
could no longer go through town, 
This dam formed the street that is 
now Jackson, that leads into Mulber- 


After the bridge across the canal 
was built, they then dug out an open- 
ing through the high clay hill to give 
a better way to Opp and Danley’s 
Cross Roads and going West. This 
was all a two lane street and road, in- 
cluding the bridge for a long time. I 
recall that I was having lunch one 
day with Governor George Wallace 
and Cornelia at the mansion, and he 


asked me how the four laning of 


Elba US 84 West was coming along 
and I told him it was progressing 
nicely and we did appreciate his con- 
cern. He was shot on May 15, 1972 
in Maryland, so when we discussed 
the four laning must have been in 
1970 or close to that. I have attempt- 
ed to tell why and how the levee 
came about. We felt fairly secure un- 
til March 17, 1990, 


Oh, I don't believe, to the best of 


my knowledge, the levee and open- 
ing of the highway to Opp was com- 
pleted until 1937,

2) BE CONSISTENT: The rules apply at home, at a friend's house, out on 
the town and at school.

3) BE REASONABLE- Don't add consequences that haven't been laid out 
before, This will seem unfair to the child because it's not “part of the deal”, 
Also, be real in the consequences for breaking the rules.

As parents, we can help kids avoid drugs by doing the following: 

* Help kids feel good about themselves so they don't feel the need to cover 
up their problems with drugs and 

* Remember that kids do what they see their parents do. If kids see their 
parents take a few drinks to unwind from a rough day at work, light up a 
smoke to relax, or use “pep” pills to keep going, they'll see no reason why 
they shouldn't do the same! 

If parents start when a child is young, it's possible to have the kind of re- 
lationship that makes drug use less likely. It's the child who is unhappy, an- 
gry, and can't cope with difficulties that uses drugs. Here are some ideas to 
prevent a child from feeling that way that are helpful for parents to use with 
their children, The ABC's of conversation: 

A) Have open communication- Tell children plainly what's on your mind 
and allow them to tell you what's on theirs. Let them know that you like or 
don't like things they do, without sounding like you're putting them down. 
“You disappointed me when you came home late last night" generates moral 
guilt, and tells a child how you feel without putting him down. “You no good 
kid! You can’t be trusted to come home on time!" tells the child that he's 
worthless and you don't expect him to be trusted. That kind of communica- 
tion only creates an angry child who doesn't want to meet your expectations, 

B) Trust and encouragement- Tell your children about the good things you 

see them doing and how happy you are when they do those things. Encour- 
age the child to do those things you value. Forever telling children what not 
to do leads to anger and resentment, and even to doing those things for 
spite, Instead, let them know what you want them to do, and reward them 
with a good word when they do it. For example, most people don't go to work 
because they love their job, but because they get something of value for it: 
On payday! Give your kids a payday by telling them you're pleased with a 
good grade on a report card, or for a chore well done. They might surprise 
you by doing it again! They'll come to expect a little praise for doing the right 
thing, rather than punishment for doing the wrong thing. 
_ C) Talk with the child about his problems, starting early. Help the child 
find ways to solve problems, rather than get mad if the child does something 
wrong on his own, When your children know that you're available for help 
when they need it, they're less likely to have lots of failures that make them 
feel lousy. Feeling OK about themselves is one of the best drug preventions 
we know, A child who feels cared about, listened to and has value because 
you build him up with encouragement will not use drugs like the child who 
is told over and over that he's no good. This only tears the child down with 
sharp words. 


only an empty threat. Physical punishment, like a beating, leads to anger. 
The child may beat someone else up to vent some of this anger. Remember, 
children do what they see their parents do! 

It's much better to tell your child that you trust him and expect him to fol- 
low the rules that you spell out than to always be punishing when the rules 
are unclear, Everyone can stay inbounds when they know where the boun- 
dary lines are. 

In a perfect world there would be no drug problem for out children, Unfor- 
tunately, it's not a perfect world and kids do abuse drugs and alcohol. How 
do we know if a child is abusing these substances? Look for changes in be- 
havior that last for more than a few days. Kids and teens do things that we 
don't understand to begin with, and that's NORMAL! It's changes like these 
that are a red warning flag: 

* The child is withdrawn from others, depressed, tired, careless about ap- 
pearance, WARNING! A child who dresses in ways you don't like may be say- 
ing “I'm my own person" more than a sign of drugs. A disheveled and un- 
cared about appearance is like to mean a problem. 

“The child become angry and uncooperative with parents and teachers. 

* The child drops old friends and hangs with a new crowd. 

* Habits at school change. Grades slip and attendance becomes poor or 
worsens if attendance is already a problem. 

* Interest in hobbies, sports and other favorite activities dries up. 

* Eating and sleeping habits change. 

“The child is distractable or reacts differently than before in conversation, 
seems to be in a daze, is more aggressive or unresponsive, or may show un- 
usually rapid or nervous body movements. 

These warning signs may indicate other things besides drug use. What's 
important is that they say that the child is troubled and something is wrong, 
If the child is not using drugs, it's possible that drug use will begin, to kill 
the pain of these troubles. Here's where open communication comes in. Let 
the child know that you see something is wrong and want to help. Help the 
child understand that growing up is hard, and you can help them come up 
with ideas together to deal with life's problems. Threatening to punish if 
they are doing drugs or failing at school forces the child to hide the problem 
more deeply, and a downward spiral occurs. Somebody usually crashes at 
the bottom. 

WHERE CAN I GO FOR HELP? There are several places available to talk 
to people skilled in preventing or kicking .drug and alcohol problems. The 
guidance counselor at the school, and psychologists and mental health
